'Green Power' Is What 
Makes World Go Round

It't not love, but finance 
— or green power — that 
makes the world go round.

So said Earl Smith of the 
Green Power Foundation at 
a luncheon rrceting ol' the 
South Bay-Harbor Industry- 
Education Council.

Smith, a one-time ghetto 
resident, described how the 
black middle clans has re­ 
turned to the Negro com­ 
munity to provide the image 
of success to those who need
It. • • •

THE GKF.EN Power Foun­ 
dation, he said, is "a success­ 
ful attempt by 153 success­ 
ful middleclass blacks to do 
something for the people in 
the ghetto" The "some­ 
thing" he referred to has 
been the pooling of funds to 
create jobs for 80 hard-core 
unemployable* who had an 
average of 12 arrests per 
man among them

Since the creation of the 
Green Power Foundation, a 
year ago, the former unem- 
ployables have been produc­ 
ing a baseball bat known as 
the "Watts Walloper."

OBJECTIVE of the foun­ 
dation, he stated, is to "bring

marketplac* and gain re­ 
spect by producing a well- 
made competitive product." 

With the success of the 
baseball bat behind it, the

Eigiil-Year-Old Boy Finds 
Body of Man in Backyard

A young alcoholic, appar­ 
ently despondent over his 
condition, died of unkown 
causes Monday night after 
breaking away from a man 
who was attempting to take 
him to Harbor General Hos­ 
pital.

The body of Eugene Da­ 
vid Wellen. 28. of El So- 
gundo, was found Thursday 
at 2 p.m. Discovery was 
made by 8-year-old Johnny 
Wilson of Redondo Beach, 
who found Wellen lying face 
down in the rear yard of the 
home of William J Montoya, 
the boy's uncle, at 4532 Car- 
melynn St

The Wilson boy said h<- 
thought the body was a 
dummy.

Police investigation re­ 
vealed that Wellen appar­ 
ently suffered an emotional 
outbreak as a result of his 
bout with alcohol Kl Se- 
gundo authorities had urged 
Wellen's roommate to drive 
him to a hospital.

On the way to Harbor 
General, it was learned. 
Wellen's overwrought con­ 
dition returned. His room­ 
mate became frightened and 
stopped his car to call uo 
lice

Wellen took the opportu­ 
nity to exit the car and was 
last seen running down Del 
A mo Boulevard. Police said 
he apparently climbed • 
wood fence and felt or 
jumped Into the Montoya 
yard, where he died The 
body lay undiscovered until 
Thursday.

Wellen is survived by his 
mother, Mrs. Gladys Darst 
of Lawndale

Cause of death will be de­ 
termined by the coroner.

City Councilmen have en­ 
acted identical emergency 
and regular ordinances out­ 
lining stricter standards for 
the construction of apart­ 
ment houses. The ordi­ 
nances amend Division 9 
il.and Usa>Ordinance) of the 
Torrance Municipal Code.

Planning Director Charles 
M Shartle estimated that 
from 1,500 to 2,000 apart­ 
ment units now on the 
drawing boards are being 
designed in acccordance 
wuli old standards rather 
than the new ones. In many 
cases, he said, it is the in­ 
tention of the developers to

beat the effective dale of 
the new regulations.

If thfy succeed, Shartle 
predicted, the market will 
be "saturated with sub­ 
standard units."

The council's purpose in 
enacting the new restric­ 
tions is to ensure the con­ 
struction of quality apart­ 
ments in Torrance and to 
prevent blight.• * *

THE NEW ordinance re­ 
quires that contractors build
covered garage space for at 
least one car per dwelling 
unit and at least '2 of an 
additional parking pace for

each unit in a development.
For all developments con­ 

taining more than 10 units, 
the council ruled, there 
shall be provided one addi­ 
tional space for each 10 
units clearly identified as 
visitor parking.

None of the required 
parkiii|> spaces may be lo­ 
cated in any required front 
yard or side yard.

THE NEW ordinance fur­ 
ther requires that the mini­ 
mum biie fur an apartment 
house lot be 6,000 square 
feet in area Each lot mu.it 
be at least UO feet in depth;

t-ach interior lot mut have 
a minimum width of 50 feet 
and each exterior lot, a 
minimum width of 50 feet.

Each apartment house lot, 
the council voted, must pro­ 
vide at least 1,000 square 
feet of land area per dwell­ 
ing unit: provided, however, 
that the Planning Commis­ 
sion may approve plans pro­ 
viding no !e»s than 700 
square feet of land area per 
dwelling unit when the com­ 
mission ruU s that the situa 
tion will not be detrimental 
to the neighborhood

The ordinance also stipu­

lates that every apartment 
house must have a fnmi 
yard not less than that re­ 
quired for single family 
dwellings. Where 50 |>er 
cent or more of the face of 
a building is set back more 
than the required distance. 
however, the remainder 
may project into the re­ 
quired front yard to within 
10 feet of the property line

A MINIMUM of 50 per

cent of the total front yard 
area must be permanently 
maintained in landscaping
